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Bradley, age 50, 12208 Emelita Street, North 
Hollywood, California, in December 1967, was charged with f 
conspiracy in the assassination of President Kennedy by U> 
District Attorney James Garrison, New Orleans, Louisiana, V. 
and since then has conducted his own Inquiry concerning 
allegations against him. In November 1968, Bradley 
successfully avoided extradition to New Orleans, J/Oulsiana,_ 

to face the conspiracy charge. 
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Bradley, according to an article appearing in' 
"Valley Times*', North Hollywood, California, on

December 21, 1967, was reported to be a representative of 
20th Century Reformation Hour Broadcast, a world wide'.:. 
Christian reformation movement headquartered in 
Colllngswood, New Jersey, and headed by Dr. Carl Mclntire 
who has been accused by critics of being strongly right 

wing in his political beliefs. 
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On January 8, 1971, Bradley furnished the Los 
Angeles Office of the information from an undisclosed 
source that Harold /^dfsberg, who resides near Baltimore, 
Maryland, has been closely associated, witlr District Attorney 
, James Garrison, and is writing a book blaming the FBI 

• • for the assassination of President Kennedy. According to ....
